NAZI METHODS 
CONDEMNED BY 
STUDENT GROUP 

Resolution on Persecutions 
Passed at Meeting 

CATHOLIC SPEAKER 



Protestant and Jew Also Ad- 
dress Federation Week 
Meeting . 



"The tragedy today is that the 
Jews are not merely homeless 
and stateless, but fatherless, 
penniless and doomed," said Phil 
Vineberg before a student meet- 
ing, held yesterday afternoon, 
under the sponsorship of the 
Federation Week Committee, set 
up by the S.C.M. 

The Rev. R. B. Scott, of the 
United Theological College, who 
was in the chair, introduced the 
speakers adding that the purpose 
of the meeting was to consider the 
subject of religious persecution in 
other countries. Phil Vineberg 
giving the Jewish side of the ques- 
tion began his address with a few 
words of welcome in French to 
Andre Laurendcau. He went on to 
recount that while travelling 
through Holland a few years ago, 
he had heard two men in the next 
compartment Jaud in English, Hit- 
ler's persecution of the Jews; in 
ihe other compartment, a Jewish 
lad was quietly saying his prayers. 
To him that re-enacted much that 
has been going on in the human 
race-religious dissension and con- 
troversy on one hand, and quiet 
but firm conviction of faith on 
the other. He stated that he felt 
sorry not only for the persecuted 
Jews but for the Germans as well 
—"We must not attack individuals 
in a country," he ended, "but those 
forces that have risen from the 
dregs of society to control the 
thoughts and deeds of the indivi- 
dual in the state." 

Church Stand Given. 

Andre Laurendeau, editor of 
"l'Action Nationale," in speaking 
for Roman Catholics, declared that 
the Roman Catholic Church stood 
throughout the world as an insti- 
tution of charity and solidarity. Re- 
calling tales of German persecution, 
he told the story of a young Catho- 
lic called suddenly and inexplicably 
to Berlin and of his mysterious dis- 
appearance. The Nazis, he stated, 
are not setting up an anti-Christ in

ENGLISH SATIRE 
IS DISCUSSED 

Panel Discussion at Literature 
Society 

Three Students Present Ex- 
amples and Definitions 
of Satire 



Sam Hutchinson and Russ 
Brown, representing McGill, de- 
feated a Loyola College debat- 
ing team last night when they 
successfully defended the re- 
solution that "A Policy of Co- 
ordinated Empire Defence is in 
the Interest of World Peace." 
Russ Brown on the McGill team 
is President of the Commerce 
Debating Society. 

The McGill team defined the 
resolution at the beginning of 
the debate and then presented 
their points. They declared in 
the course of the argument that 
the opposing team was digress-, 
ing from the main issue. This 
intercollegiate debate was spon- 
sored by the Montreal Debating 
League. 



"Universality, impersonality, and 
humor are the three ' requisites ~6f 
good satire," stated John Dandoe, 
member of the English Department, 
in the course of his introductory 
remarks to the Literature Society's 
discussion of Satire last night. 

Applying these qualifications to 
English Satirical Literature, Mr. 
Dandoe went on to point out that 
there is very little really great 
satire. Defoe's "True Born English 
man" was mentioned as probably 
the best example of true satire, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dandoe's standards 

From this point the discussion 
was taken up by Betty Whitehead: 
Senior Honors student in English, 
who desired to change the defini- 
tion of satire from "how to be un 
pleasant in a nice way" to "how to 
tell the truth in a nasty way.' 
Satirists were classified as genial or 
bitter and Miss Whitehead read 
selections from both types. She 
concluded her remarks by com' 
menting on the nature of English 
satire in particular. 

Concluding the formal discussion 
Graduate Student Bruce Ruddick 
explained the position of satire in 
modern literature, both oral and 
written. He pointed out that the 
power of satire today has been 
disseminated by modern swiftness 
of living which necessitates the pres- 
entation of the subject in rapid, 
startling fashion, leaving no time 
for subtlety. "Time is ripe for new 
satirists," Mr. Ruddick concluded, 
"to lead us to action against false 
judgment, against hypocrisy, 
against mass hysteria." 

Refreshments and informal dis> 
cussion brought the evening to a 
close.

DR. MACRAESPEÀKS 
TO JOURNAL CLUB 



Discusses- - the Effects' -of 
Cosmic Rays and 
Storms 



"The effects of cosmic and mag 
netic waves in relation to electrical 
storms" was the thesis presented by 
Mr. D. B. Scott in a talk to the 
Physics Journal Club yesterday 
There are two types of storm 
pointed out Mr. Scott— those of a 
tropical nature, as a result of cos- 
mic intensity disturbances in warm 
er regions, and those caused by 
electrical fluctuations in the earth's 
surface. Slides ' were shown to 
illustrate how these fluctuations 
differ in other parts of the world, 

The second speaker, Dr. D. R 
MacRae, traced by means of ex- 
haustive formulae, the decomposi- 
tion of the universe to ultimate 
hydrogen. Cosmic radiations, he 
said, were responsible for all the 
energy we receive from the sun, 
Too little is known about these 
waves and despite the efforts of our 
scientists to penetrate the Strato- 
sphere and discover their secrets we 
find ourselves with not much more 
than a working knowledge of what 
goes on in the world beyond. That 
these little understood rays have 
a definite effect on our lives has 
been proven, but we are still vague 
as to how or why they act.

OF HYPNOTISM 

Viner Traces History oî Ani 
mal Magnetism 



Demonstration Held Tomor 
row in Strathcona Hall 
at 8 P.M. 



The Psychological Society! will 
start the new term with a demon 
stration of hypnotism given by Dr. 
Norman Viner at Strathcona Hall 
tomorrow at 8 p.m. The subject of 
the talk is to illustrate all that is 
known of the facts about this phe 
nomenon that for many years has 
been shrouded in mystery. 

Around 1770, Franz Anton Mes- 
mer first put forward the theory 
and'the practice of what He called 
animal magnetism. It is from this 
period that the beginnings of the 
study of hypnotism can be traced 
Having a medical training, Mes- 
mer's interests in this subject were 
mainly clinical, and in 1778 he 
opened a clinic in Paris where, with 
the aid of his "baquet," he treated 
many kinds of cases. In Paris tre- 
mendous interest was taken in ani- 
mal magnetism, and among other 
well known men attracted to this 
new science was Alfred Binet, the 
psychologist. Magic and superstl 
tion fathered this science as well 
as all the other sciences but only 
recently has hypnotism broken 
away from its mystical origins. 

Dr. Viner has had great experi 
ence in this field as he has made 
use of hypnosis for therapeutic 
purposes in the course of neuro- 
logical and psychiatric practice in 
Montreal.

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College or Work? 

«^HICH do you think has a better 
chance of carninga a living today — a 
high'-school graduate who has had four 
years of experience or a man just out of 
college?" 

This is the question in the Fortune Sur- 
vey for this month, and it shows what the 
general public thinks of the value of the 
college system. One third of the votes went 
in preference of college men, and one third 
for the school of experience. The rest did 
not give a definite answer pro or con. This 
shows that in spite of the tendency to dis- 
parage the value of college education, there 
is no fear that the "potential college mar- 
ket" is in a dangerous slump. The one third 
which thinks college worthwhile is enough 
to guarantee a sufficient demand for gradu- 
ates to absorb those going forth for some 
time yet. 

The opinion of business men is signifi- 
cantly different from that of men in other 
walks of life. The survey shows that busi- 
ness men do not think much of college, a 
fact which is generally known. As much 
as 41 per cent, voted against the college 
graduate. 

The results of this survey have little 
• bearing, however, on the actual truth of 
the proposition. That people think so, and 
especially that business men think so, is no 
guarantee that they are right. 

The practical student will realize that 
much depends on the man himself, and also 
on whether a youth leaving high school can 
secure the employment which will be worth' 
I a college training. At the present time this 
~ is very doubtful. Another point is that a 
, survey like this deals merely with the 
money value of education. Though the im- 
l portance of the point is not to be ignored, 
; this is certainly not everything.

1 Interf acuity Debating 

QEBATING at McGill has taken a new 
lease on life, judging from the schedule 
drawn up last week by the Interfaculty 
Debating Committee, organized by the Mc- 
Gill Debating Union Society. 

For many years, student apathy has 
- hampered progress in the Debating Society, 
but now that six different faculties on the 
Campus have been grouped into a debating 
league we have good reason to hope that 
6ome of this apathy will disappear. The 
ability to speak in public is still one of the 
most valuable assets a student can possess, 
and one of the main functions of the De- 
bating Society is to develop public speaking 
at McGill. 

Last Friday close to one hundred stud- 
ents turned out to hear Artsmen defeat En- 
gineers. There should be an even larger 
number present on February 24 when 
R.V.C. upholds- the resolution, "It is Better 
to Have Loved and Lost Than Never to 
Have Loved at All", against the Law 
Faculty. 
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It is inevitable for every traveller in Italy 
to go to Rome. I followed the advice of a guide 
book and arranged to arrive there. at night- 
fall, for the writer said that the suburbs of 
the Italian capital were not commensurate with 
the more central portions of Rome. Having 
read of the disappointments of first impressions, 
I followed the advice and got there at nine- 
thirty on a fine summer's evening. The con- 
ductor of the train was a man possessing that 
human quality which the Anglo-Saxons hesi- 
tate to show, "simpatico". It means more than 
sympathy, for he not only had pity on my lack" 
of preparation of accommodation but he also 
offered to get a pension for me. After regis- 
tering with the Police, as all tourists must do 
before three days are spent on Italian soil, I 
was welcomed In this pension with open arms. 
Actually I did not have to go that very evening 
to the police, but I had to promise to go the 
next morning. 

I walked around the streets of the neigh- 
bourhood. I found that I was only five min- 
utes from the Coliseum and the other important 
monuments were in close proximity to my 
house. Imperial Rome is being reconstructed 
by the present dictator, by ruthless but 
thorough methods. In order to get a good per- 
spective of St. Peter's from the centre of the 
town, he has ordered the destruction of all 
buildings which obstruct the view, and soon 
the spectacle of this Dome will be visible all 
over the city. 

UNUSUAL SPECTACLES. 

The sights of this city are so different from 
those of the other countries of Europe that I 
visited that it may be worth my while to give 
more than a brief summary of them. Dominat- 
ing the tourists is the Coliseum, for to see any- 
thing of historical interest, one must always be 
passing the old structure. It could now be used 
for operatic performances. We all know the 
outlines of it, as any advertisement of the beau- 
ties of Rome would not be complete without its 
outlines. The Arch of Titus is on the street 
right next to the Coliseum. Throughout the 
city are numerous arches and for fora. Perhaps 
the most important to the tourist is the "Foro 
Mussolini", built on the outskirts of the present 
city, and meant to adulate the Fascist regime. 
This building has huge and grotesque statues 
.around the cidcle of seats, which are made of 
stone in the old tradition, and are therefore 
very uncomfortable. 

As we have the public baths and swim- 
ming pool, so had the ancient Romans, and 
their baths were marvels of comfort and size. 
The floors were often beautiful mosaics and 
the pools were heated to suit the signors' plea- 
sure. "The Terme di Caracalla" is now used 
for an operatic theatre and there I heard 
Beniamino Glgli in "La GKoconda", a favorite 
of the Italians. The ballet was the best part 
of the cast, for apart from the star, the other 
singers did not have much to offer. At the 
end of the first act the audience went en masse 
to the rear to get their favorite beverage, "aran- 
ciata", or a superb orange drink. I dashed out 
and ordered a drink, while the orchestra played 
some intermission music, or so I thought, but 
I noticed that nobody else came for a good 
three minutes and it appeared strange to me. 
Then it was explained to me that I had broken 
all the formalities and had quitted a gathering 
when Mussolini was joining it. He had driven 
up under heavy guard and the orchestra had 
played a patriotic air, while he and the .Queen 
of Albania, an Italian Princess, had walked 
down to their box. The music student, who 
had spoken to me about by error, talked much 
about the regime. Having been brought up in 
the confine of Fascism, he knew no other form 
of government, and found my explanations of 
democracy amusing. Evidentally the press in 
Italy had been playing up the American form 
of electioneering, and he therefore doubted in 
the power of the parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment to withstand graft. He promised to 
take me around the Vatican the next day, so 
we were to meet at a fountain near the en- 
trance to St Peter's. 

THE ROME OF THE POPE. 
"Tu est Petrus et super hanc Petram 
aedificabo Ecclesiam Meam" is the predominat- 
ing motif of the greatest church in Christlan- 
dom. These words are placed around the 
cupola of the dome and even when one is look- 
ing at the floor of marble and mosaic, the ceil- 
ing seems to meet the eye. This phenomenon 
shows the power of the architect. The head is 
always turning Heavenwards, in spite of the 
earthly beauties. The Vatican gardens and 
museums next attract the attention of the 
tourist. The papal stamp collection has samples 
from all the latest issue sent to Rome by the 
faithful devotees of the popular hobby. There, 
I spent the rest of the morning in the rooms 
devoted to philately and numismatics. The 
Sistine Chapel is a room of inexpressible beauty. 
As for the art collection of the Pope, I wonder 
at the strength of the police force for any pic- 
ture must tempt the not-so-pious collèctor. The 
sculptures too, are worth more than a cursory 
glance. 

Few cities have more fountains than Rome, 
built when the citizens had no other means of 
getting water. Now they are more picturesque 
than useful. The. city illuminates the fountains 
at night with varied coloured lamps. Only once 
did I see them used, and this was for a very 
primitive purpose. The women were doing the 
weekly wash in a long and narrow room, con- 
taining a series of wash-tubs joined together. 
This room was a part of an ancient wall on 



the outskirts of the Vatican City. Periodically 
a woman would fetch a pail of water from the 
cool fountain, where I stopped to drink. (I was 
able to drink water all over the land without 
the necessary precaution of vaccination.) The 
Trevi Fountain is world-famous and no won- 
der, for the sight of about ten fountains all 
joined together and forming a united whole is 
worth writing home about. 

One evening I went to an Italian presenta- 
tion of an American movie. The words were 
in Italian and the actors spoke with the Eng- 
lish brevity. Therefore at times the mouths 
would be motionless but the words would still 
appear. Between reels the theatre,, would be 
lighted for they had only one camera, and thus 
had to change the reels while we waited. 
Eventually, after a hour spent in listening to 
words I did not understand I went home bored. 
Not too bored, however, for I had seized the 
opportunity to take a drop of the Frascatl, 
which is not too' bad a wine. 

Next day I went churching. Rome has 
more than her share of the representative archi- 
tecture of Christiandom and therefore makes it 
hard for the tourist to do aught but spend one 
day being pious at a series of shrines,' temples, 
and other forms of churches. The early Chris- 
tians had a fondness for recreating or convert- 
ing pagan temples Into churches. Hence, St. 
Paul's outside the walls has as its floor the or- 
iginal stones of the Via Appia. To walk to this 
church required much energy on my part, for 
having a tourist-map made me uncapable ot 
judging distances and I found myself going a 
long way to get to my destination. It was only 
a small church, but famous beyond many more 
spacious and grand. 

St. John Lateran has some beautiful mosiacs 
on the outside wall, under the centre arch. 
Santa Maria Maggiore is famous for its interior 
decoration. However there is more to Rome 
than her churches. After having got my mall 
from the American Express I went into a little 
wine-shop and ordered a bowl of fruit while 
I perused the letters. Eating a bunch of grapes, 
some cherries, some figs, plums, etc., I expected 
to pay quite a sum for this, however it was 
only one lira or five cents. Then in a by- 
street I bought a lamp (such as the foolish 
virgins used in the Bible) guaranteed to be 
nine hundred years old. The man told me it 
was dug up in the Pontine Marshes, which 
Mussolini is filling in. 

Going to Naples, I passed an old aqueduct. 
Vesuvius dominates the town. This never-dead 
fire keeps the Neapolitans mindful of the pre- 
cariousness of their existence. It makes them 
live for the day and not plan ahead. This 
quality, perhaps makes them carefree, but it 
results In a weakness of the quality of honesty. 
I was cheated frequently. But it was done in 
so cheerful a manner that I never bore malice. 
Coming from Pompeii, which is really very 
interesting with its streets, shops and grand 
villas left Just as they were 2000 years ago, I 
was cheated most adroitly by the driver of a 
carriage. To go to the station I was required to 
walk quite a distance, because I came by means 
of an independent railway and intended to re- 
turn by State Railway. I bargained with the 
man to get to the station for two lire; he want- 
ed 15. Once sealed, I was informed that the 
price was five lire, indignantly I disembarked. 
The price back to the original agreement, I re- 
turned. On the way the man used all means 
to persuade me to raise the figure and I kept 
threatening to lower it. Shouting we arrived 
at the station, which was only a half kilometre 
away. He told me it was three or four. Dazed, 
I paid him four. 

At Solfatura, which is a miniature volcano 
Sllvano, the boy from Tunis, Tunisia, and I 
were taken around the sights in spite of our 
request not to. We had arranged to see only 
the sulphur works and instead the man took 
us on the whole itinerary, forcing us to see the 
old castle and the forum. To do it and to get 
us on our train on time, he had to whip the 
horse frightfully. We went around corners on 
two wheels, but he got his charges, and we our 
train, barely, Solfatura is called the miniature 
Vesuvius, for it erupts twenty-four hours before 
the larger one and thus warns the Neopolitans. 
The two volcanos are connected together under- 
ground. Solfatura is now mined for the sul- 
phur and one of the miners tries to sell sam- 
ples of the ore to unwary tourists. Price one 
lire. I was getting on to the Neopolitan by 
now, so when the porter followed me around 
when I was making train reservations for Rome, 
I refused to tip him for doing nothing.. He cried 
out loud in the station, but I did not give in 
and finally he went away, leaving me blushing 
furiously at the commotion. On the train I 
took with me samples of the speciality of 
Naples, ice-cream; it melted quickly, but I had 
it to solace me on the long journey back to 
Rome. For boxing fans, I offer the choice of 
my hotel in Naples, it was called Hotel Pugliesi, 
so-called after Primo Camera who once stayed 
there. 

From Rome I went to Siena. All guide 
books say that if one loves Assist, Siena will 
prove obnoxious. I saw the town during the 
heat of the day, and acquired a bad case of 
sun-stroke. 

Florence Is the city of the Renaissance. 
Art crawls in the streets. The Campanile of 
the Cathedral has carvings on it rivalling those 
of the Pillars or Needles to the Egyption 
pharoahs in Rome. These pillars, by the way, 
have generally a statute of some pope at the 
top, for the pontiff used to have great civil 
power, extending even to Egypt. Such a pillar 
is the central ornament of the Piazza Lombardo. 
Walking in the streets of Florence one stumbles 
on such treasures as the famous Rape of the 
Sabines and other pieces of statuary. They 
serve as leaning posts, almost, so casually are 
they located. The Pitti and Uffizi galleries are 
worth much of a. tourists time. There are also 
some noteworthy churches in Florence, but 
here the renaissance developed without ec- 
clesiastical help. Here I saw many Germans 
for according to the reciprocity treaty between 
the two major countries of the Axis, people can 
export money from the one to the other. All 
along the route that Hitler's train took on his 
Rome trip were signs reading: "Viva l'Asse 
Roma Berlino" interspersed with dictums of 
Mussolini, such as "Creddere Obeddere, Pug- 
nare". This form of propaganda serves well 
for all must read it who travel. And many 
Italians travel as the trains are always crowded.

THE ST ATE IN SOCIETY 

9. — The Limits of Parliamentary Government 

Following is the conclusion of the address delivered by Mr. Henry 
Clay in Moyse Hall on Friday nipht. 

It is a beautiful piece of social story is told in detail in the Official 




mechanism, elastic, self-adapting, 
effective; but it has (he limitations 
of any mechanism— under an ex- 
cessive load it will function badly 
and finally break down. The limit 
to what you can put through it is 
the capactity of the Ministers you 
can "expect to get to supervise their 
• professional subordinates, and the 
capacity of Members of Parliament 
to supervise their Ministers; any ex- 
cess over this limit escapes super- 
vision, responsibility is lost, and 
anything may happen. The limits 
'are wider than might be inferred 
from the average capacity even of 
the best type of politician; quite 
apart from the luck of having at 
most times some Minister and some 
Members of exceptional ability, the 
limits are widened by the practice 
of individual members specializing 
and following some particular field 
of affairs, and by the presence in the 
House of an Opposition which in- 
cludes some ex-Ministers with ac- 
tual experience of office. But limits 
there are, and if we press more into 
the sieve than it can manage, the 
holes will be clogged and much will 
spill over the edge; when that hap- 
pens it is no use blaming the sieve, 
either we must put less through or 
make up our minds to dispense with 
the sieve. 

Intervention In Price Fixing. 

It is possible that the strain is not 
yet excessive, that the Minister's and 
Members we can expect to get to 
serve us, in addition to supervising 
adequately Defence, Order and Jus- 
tice, Health, Education and Social 
Security, egalitarian taxation and 
the smoothing out of. the trade 
cycle— with the financial policies in- 
cidental to all these— can find time, 
knowledge and energy in addition 
to regulate production, fix prices 
and wages, arrange markets for in- 
dustry, and take charge of the moral 
and mental direction of the citizen's 
life; but I think it unlikely And it 
is at this point that the strain 
threatens to destroy the machine. 
Before the war, in the United King- 
dom at any rate— and I believe most 
of the Western democracies and Do- 
minions observed the same restric- 
tions—Government kept itself clear 
of the market— of price and wage 
fixing. It passed and enforced laws 
to prevent unconscionable bargains, 
to secure quality, and to facilitate 
the enforcement of contracts; but 
the content of economic contracts it 
left to private determination through 
the working of the market. 

Now the movement of prices is 
a. very imperfect arrangement for 
directing production to wants; but 
it has two great merits— it works, 
and it does not involve the Govern- 
ment in any continuous interven- 
tion. It works, by which I mean 
not only that it brings supplies and 
demand to a balance at . any mo- 
ment, and in the course of so .doing 
settles for every participant in the 
processes of production the. terms 
oh which he shall be remunerated 
for his services, but much more than 
that, it does this continuously and 
is self-perpetuating;, it has not to be 
galvanized into activity by recur- 
rent doses of stimulant. And it 
lets the Government out, if the Gov- 
ernment chooses to refuse any ob- 
ligation, since on the whole it works 
best when it is least subject to the 
uncertainties of political assistance. 
That it has worked, at times so 
badly since the war that many peo- 
ple overlook the fact that it works 
at all, is explicable by the funda 
mental dislocation which war pro- 
duced; but even in the face of this 
dislocation there are' two policies 
possible, the one which limits gov- 
ernmental intervension in the direc- 
tion of the economic process to 
special cases which will make with 
drawal certain and' easy, the other 
the policy of plunging in and deal- 
ing piecemeal with every apparent 
need of adjustment. The latter will 
destroy the capacity of industry to 
make its own adjustment and leave 
the whole continuing responsibility 
on; the Government. 1 

That is the lesson of the three 
great practical experiments in which 
the effects of Government interven- 
tion in the business of price (or 
wage) fixing has been tested since 
1914. In the war itself the Ministry 
of Munitions, almost inadvertently, 
accepted responsibility for wage- 
fixing. Its object was to control 
the prices of munitions; it allowed 
contractors to claim an Increase in 
prices when costs .were raised by a 
rise in wages, and thereby found 
itself saddled with the necessity of 
approving all wage changes; At 
first this meant approving only 
modifications in a well-established 
Bystem of rates that It found in 
existence; but the modifications 
becessary became larger and larger, 
imtil the Ministry found Itself 're- 
sponsible for all munitions'- wages 
(and indirectly, through the in- 
fluence of its standards, most other 
.wages) and compelled, in order to 
retain any control, to control all 
movement of labor by Leaving-Cer- 
tificates and similar devices— < the 



History of the Ministry. In Russia 
the market was abolished and a 
communistic rationing substituted; 
this worked so long as there was a 
universal shortage of commodities, 
but, as supplies increased, all sorts 
of "unplanned" surpluses and short- 
ages appeared, which involved the 
Administration in such difficulties 
that for three years now they have 
been trying to restore the automatic 
mechanism of a free market— the 
story is told in my friend L. E 
Hubbard's Soviet Trade and Distri- 
bution. In Germany the same re- 
sult was reached by a different 
route. The German Government 
could not, any more than the Brit- 
ish, maintain a free gold standard 
Unlike the British Government, 
which has left the pound to find its 
own value, merely smoothing out 
transitory fluctuations, they decided 
to fix the external value to be 
given to their currency for different 
types of transactions. They were 
thus drawn insensibly into scrutin- 
izing every type of transaction with 
foreign countries and a detaileq 
regulation of them all. Domestic 
transactions they dealt with by stab- 
ilizing the rates and prices obtain- 
ing in 1932 with as little modifica- 
tion as possible— a freezing of the 
market which can end only in its 
breakdown or in its destruction as 
a functioning mechanism. The cru- 
cial development was the same as 
in our own war-time experiment— 
the appearance last year of a sys- 
tem of Leaving Certificates to con- 
trol the movement of labor. 

Attitude To Government. 

These empirical results are what 
might have been expected. In 
theory all prices, including wage 
rates, are mutually determined; if 
you alter one, you alter potentially 
all the rest. Either, therefore, you 
leave them . to be settled by the 
people most concerned, the various 
classes of producers and consumers, 
or you may expect to find yourself 
forced to settle them all. This is an 
extension of the field of Govern- 
ment action which most people of 
actual experience in that field 
would wish to avoid. 

There is not time (and I have 
asked to be excused) to consider 
the possibility of widening the scope 
of Government action by devising 
new organs — by establishing, for 
example, statutory corporations for 
special purchases which do not 
need to refer back to the legislators. 
I believe it will always prove dif- 
ficult to keep the legislator's figures 
off the most carefully guarded in- 
dependent authority, but even if 
this were not so the problem would 
not be met. What is needed is 
something much more drastic — a 
sort of Copernican revolution, in 
men's attitude to Government. Foi 
a generation now the prevailing 
attitude has been for any section of 
fhe community in a difficulty or 
possessed of a grievance to appeal 
to the Government for relief. The 
Government is regarded as a uni- 
versal fairy godmother; and Min- 
isters and Parliaments have not been 
unwilling to accept the role. If de- 
mocratic institutions are to survive, 
this attitude has to be exchanged 
for one which will exhaust every 
other conceivable means of dealing 
with a difficulty before appealing 
to the Government, and judge every 
proposal by the criterion— will it 
or will it not add to the burdens 
of Government?— while of the poli- 
ticians it asks, a self-denying ordin- 
ance which will admit that there 
are some problems which the 
State had better let alone. 

In the course of a lecture like 
this it is inevitable that contrasts 
are drawn broadly when the truth 
would be best represented by fine 
shades. Our generation finds itself 
faced with an old choice which has 
always been a matter of degre 
how far to use this powerful agent, 
the Sovereign State, for any and 
every social. purpose at the risk of 
slipping into an unconscious sub- 
servience to it; how far to insist on 
safeguards which inevitably restrict 
its use. The reaction against feudal 
disorder and religious wars at one 
time elevated belief in the State to 
a faith in the. divine right of kings; 
reaction against the ineptitude and 
annoyances 



is a new type better adapt' 

ed to a more rational and econ- 
omic age. Government so under- 
stood is the intellectual guide of 
the nation, the promotor of 
wealth, the teacher of knowledge, 
the guardian of morality, the 
mainspring of the ascending 
movement of man. That is the 
tremendous power, supported by 
millions of bayonets, which grew 
up in the days of which I have 
been speaking at Petersburg, and 
was developed, by much abler 
minds, chiefly at Berlin; and it is 
the greatest danger that remains 
to be encountered by the Anglo 
Saxon race." 

If there was any force in these 
words forty years ago when they 
were written, there is force in them 
today. The achievements of the to- 
talitarian States we cannot copy by 
their methods, and our own meth- 
ods will not suffice. In the field of 
Defence (which has always been an 
exception) we have no choice; but 
let us suspend safeguards of civil 
liberty with our eyes open and only 
for Defence. The Liberal Experi- 
ment has not failed unless we have 
ceased to value civil liberty and 
lost our faith in "the divine right 
of free men." It is the Nation State 
that has been found wanting; it has 
exaggerated national feeling until 
the State has become a danger to 
personal liberty, and it has left us 
with no safeguard against war.

Cuthbert Gifford, President of the 
S.C.M., declared that Jews, Catho- 
lics and Protestants are finding that 
rights and values common to them 
all are being destroyed; German 
children today instead of playing 
ball and stealing apples are baiting 
their Jewish school-fellows; minis- 
ters and priests must say what the 
government puts into their mouths, 
The German S.C.M., working on the 
same principles as ours, has been 
banned since June but is carrying 
on its work in secret. 

Resolution Passed. 

As an outcome of the meeting the 
following resolution was moved by 
M. Parent and passed by the meet- 
ing. Whereas: The Nazi Govern- 
ment has deprived Protestants and 
Catholics of the rights of their re- 
ligious practice such as circulating 
their own literature, educating 
their children in their religious 
principles and support of their own 
religious institutions without fear of 
Government confiscation. And 
whereas it has deprived Jewish 
people of the rights to live and 
whereas Nazi Government is under- 
mining the economic social and 
spiritual life of those who fall un- 
der its rule- 
Therefore, be it resolved—' 

(a) We condemn this perse- 
cution. 

(b) We urge the Canadian 
Government to join other dem- 
ocratic Governments in protest- 
ing this persecution.

The last 
meeting of the Council was held In 
Winnipeg in 1937 and the next 
meeting it was announced last night 
would be held in Ottawa in 1939.

"EVERYONE KNOWS ENOUGH 
TO LEAD PERFECT LIFE" 
IS KEYNOTE OF 

CARNEGIE'S SPEECH 

Columbus.— Dale Carnegie, who is 
the Missouri-bom grandson of 
Robert Breckenbridge, an inveter- 
ate Confederate, visited the South- 
land to speak to the people of 
Columbus on the importance- of 
human relations. Under thé aus- 
pices of the Pilot Club, a leading 
woman civic organization of that 
city, Mr. Carnegie addressed one of 
the largest gatherings of its kind in 
the history of Columbus. 

In the year 1930 Dale Carnegie 
and two associates started the first 
laboratory on human relations that 
the world has ever known. After 
months of thorough- research - in 



every field of endeavor, Mr. Car- 
negie published a text book on their 
findings which was to be given 
away without charge to the large 
business concerns; this free text be- 
came the modern best seller. 
Strange ae. it may seem, the five 
other books of Mr. Carnegie which 
were to be sold to the public have 
passed into oblivion. 
Practise Necessary To Success 
The keynote of his most interest 
ing lecture was that "everyone 
knows enough to lead a perfect life, 
yet these important principles arè 
not practiced. To be a success in 
any one thing, a person must prac 
tice continuously." "If we are to 
be a success, the co-operation of 
others must be had, but the only 
way to make others co-operate is to 
make them want to. Talk in terms 
of other people's wants, if you 
want your own desires satisfied." 

In quoting Professor James of 
Harvard, eminent psychologist. Mr. 
Carnegie said, "The craving of 
people to be appreciated is a trait 
that will lead men and women to 
great ' accomplishments. People 
want to be important: everyone has 
the desire to be great" 
Comments On Charles Schwab 
With reference to Charles Schwab, 
the only man in the country to ever 
earn a million dollars a year, he 
said, "His natural ability to deal 
with people was his greatest asset. 
Because he was lavish in. his praise 
for fellow workers, he was a custo 
dian of their confidence. 

'There is a decided difference be 
tween praising a person and flatter 
ing him. Do not flatter anyone! It 
does not work; it is like counterfeit 
money .because this practice will 
catch up with you." 

"Before criticizing one we should 
always remember that criticism 
wounds a man's pride; it closes all 
avenues of progress. No man or 
woman blames themselves for any- 
thing. Why even Al Capone con- 
sidered himself a benefactor to the 
public good. Criticism gets us ex- 
actly what we do not want (Mr, 
Carnegie wrote the book entitled 
"Lincoln, the Unknown") Lincoln's 
method of dealing with men was 
'Judge not and be not judged.' 

'Humanity will improve when 
man first perfects himself. The very 
moment man's spite against himself 
begins, he then makes progress. 
Interest In Others Necessary 
To Make Friends. 
"The surest way to make friends 
is to be sincerely interested in the 
welfare of others, to get others to 
talk about themselves, and to talk 
about what they like and not about 
what you like. If you can do some- 
thing for someone to make him feel 
important, a new friend has been 
won; Why is it that a small puppy 
has more friends than many people? 
Simply because his wagging tail 
makes everyone feel that he is in- 
terested in them and has a real af- 
fection for them. A lame dog, Cal- 
culator who put down three and 
carried one, was a mascot during 
the World War, and it was known 
to be a fact that this dog had 
friends all over the world. The 
reason — an unselfish interest in 
other people." 

Woman's Face Means More Than 
Clothes. 

. 

To the women Mr. Carnegie had 
these words of wisdom: "Your fa- 
cial expression means more than 
pretty clothes. Facial expressions 
will get pretty clothes." 

"By remembering a person's 
name," he went on to say, "you 
keep in your possession the sweet- 
est thing that the person possesses. 
Jim Farley's success in politics is 
due to his phenomenal ability to 
remember a person's name. It has 
been said that knows the first name 
of about 100,000 people. 

"Success in business, in the legal 
profession, in the field of engineer- 
ing, and even in the realm of so- 
ciety depends upon the ability to 
get the other's point of view." To 
vividly illustrate his point Mr. Car- 
negie said, "When we go fishing, 
we bait 'the hook with what the 
fish wants and not with what we 
like." 

In concluding he urged everyone 
to try the following four poin-is 
which are easy to apply and are 
certain to bring about better human 
relations between us and the peopk 
with whom we come in contact: 
1. Praise before condemning. 
Criticize indirectly. 
Minimize a mistake. 
Find the wrong in yourself.
